Washington, Nov. 27. — Socrotary ot 
Agriculture Wilson Issued a sweeping 
order directed to tho managers and 
•cmta of railroads and tranaportation 
eompanlM ot the Uolted States, stock- 
men and others, notifying them of the 
establisbment of a quarantine of cat- 
tle, sheep and other ruminants and 
swiM In the N«w England atataa and 
frohlbltinK the •zportation ot eucta 
animals from the port of Boiton until 
further orders. 

Recent investigations in the depart- 
ment of agriculture disclosed the fact 
that what Is known as foot and mouth 
diseas*' exists to an alarming extent 
in Connecticut, Rhode island, Massa- 
chusetts and Vermont. The expert of 
the d^Mtftment, Dr.. llQhler: Dr. Leon- 
ard Pearson ot the UhiTeraltr ot 
Pennsylvania, and Dr. James Law of 
Cornell university, Investigated the 
il^ected districts and united in a rec- 
oinmeniatlon that in order to prevent 
the spread of the diieaae a quaran- 
tine should immediately be eetab- 
llshed. 

Secretary Wilson said that this is 
the most serious matter the depart- 
ment has had to handle for some time, 
but that all the resource* of the de- 
partment would bV' employed in 
stamping out the disease. He declar- 
ed that if It should spread west of the 
HvdMtt riTer, It would be nothing 
short oS a national calamity. 

The Orders. 

The orders, which are dated and 
numbered 99 and 100 respectively, are 
as follows: "To the managers and 
agents of railroads and transportation 
companies of the United States, stock- 
men and others: In accordance with 
section 7 of the act of congress ap- 
proved May 29, 1884, entitled 'an act 
for the establishment of a bureau of 
animal industry, to prevent the ex- 
portation of diseased eattl% and to 
provide meims for the suppression 
and extirpation of pi euro-pneumonia 
and other contagious diseases among 
domestic animals,', and with the act 
ot congress approved June 3, 1902. 
making appropriations for the depart- 
ment of agriculture for the fiscal 
year endinK June 30. 1903. you are 
hereby notified that the contagious 
disease, known as fo<^ and mouth dis- 
ease, exists among animals in the 
states of Connecticut, Rhode Island. 
Miassaehusetts and Vermont, and that 
the cattle, sheep and other ruminants 
and swine of said states have beta ex- 
posed to the contagion of said dis- 
ease; therefore, it is hereby ordered 
that, to prevent the spread of the said 
disease from the states of Connectl- 
OUt, Rhode Inland, Massachusetts and 
Vermont into other states or foreign 
countries, and to aid in its eradica- 
tion, no cattle, sheep or other rumin- 
ants or swine shall be moved or be 
permitted to move from or across the 
territory of any one of this states 
named into any other state or fbreign 
country. Any person, company or cor- 
poration violating this order will be 
proceeded against as provided for by 
the act of congress above referred to. 
It is hoped that all- transportation 
companies, cattle shippers and others 
interested in the welfare of our ani- 
mal Industry will cooperate with the 
department of agriculture in enforc- 
ing this -order, to. the end that the re. 
strlctlon on trafflc may have the de- 
sired effect and be removed in the 
shortest possible ttmez-'ames Wil- 
son. Secretary." 

"Whereas, a highly contagious dis- 
ease, known as foot and mouth dis- 
ease, exists among I'liUle in the state 
ot IfMsaohusetts, and the routes of 
traasportation possibly may have 
•sea eontamlnated, and in order to 
protect the eocport trade in live ani- 
mals by preventing the exportation of 
animals which are diseased, or which 
have been exposed to disease, it is 
hereby ordered that so cattle, sheep 
or other ruminants or swine, shall be 
permitted to be exported, from the 
port of Boston until further orders.— 
Aupes Wilson, Secre tary."

Movements of the Fleet. 

Culebra, W. I.. Nov. 27. — Since the 
arrival here of Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son's fleet, the blue Jackets of that 
command have been engaged in cut- 
ting a eaaal across the aarrow neck 
of land which separates Great Harbor 
from the larger bay, thus affording 
easy passage from one harbor into the 
other. The Panther, with 500 marines 
on board, who have been doing guar^l 
duty in the isthmus of Panama, has 
arrived and was placed in quarantine 
as a precautionary measure. When it 
is thouglit safe her detachment will 
Join the 700 now in camp, forming a 
full regiment, which will take part in 
the coming or)erations.

Bank of England. 
London. Xov. 27. — The wcelily state- 
ment of the Bank of E>ngland shows 
the following changes: Total reserve 
decreased £92,000; circulation de- 
creased £15.000; bullion decreased 
£107,251; other securities increased 
£3,482,000; other deposits increased 
£1,226,000; public deposits increased 
£2,185,000; notes, reserve, decreased 
£56,000. Government securities un- 
changed. The proportion of the Bank 
of Eingland's reserve to liability is 
4S.es per cent. Last week it was 4B.77 
per cent. Rate of discount unchanged 
at 4 'i>er cent. 

Went Over an Imbankment 

Granville, Ills., Nov. 27. — While 
rounding a curve at high speed a 
Jacksonville and St Louis passenger 
train plunged over an embankment a 
distanoe of over . 90 teet, and 10 per- 
sons, two of whom may die, were in* 
Jured in the wreck. An overturned 
stove ignited the debris and many pin- 
ioned passengers were severely burn- 
ed. Conductors Carter and Clyde Mc- 
Rae were so seriously burned that 
they may die. It is expected the others 
will recover.

Scranton, Pa., Nov. 27. — President 
Mitchell. District PresldenU Nicbolis, 
Duffy aad Vahy, aad aoveral ot the 
other union ofllcerB who are here to 
attend the commission hearings have 
been In conf«'rence here arran'^liig the 
details of the evidence to be present- 
ed when the commission reassembles 
next week. President Mitchell denies 
the report that the miners' executive 
board has been summoned tor a coa- 
ference. 

The independent operators are 
pleased with the result of their recent 
eonference la New York with the vice 

presidents of the coal roads. While 
admitting that they did much to- 
wards breaking off the negotiations 
for a settlement oul of court, the in- 
dependent operators do not hesitate 

to say that they were not required to 
advance niMCli argument to bring the 
ooal road pri«ldents to their way of 
thinking. One of tlfS independent op- 
erators' committee which went to 
New York has said: "The situation 
was like that in the story of the man 
who said, 'I would not drink unless 
you force me, but I suppose you are 
able to force me.' The big companies 
had come to our way ot thinking be- 
fore we met them." 

Messrs. Darrow and Lloyd, counsel 
for the United Mine Workers, have is- 
sued a statement concerning the re- 
cent conference at Washington held 
between President Mitchell and 
Wayne MaoVeagh, attorney for the 
operators. They clearly indicate that 
they think the coal road presidents 
acquiesced in Mr. MacVeagh's plan of 
settlement out of court and then re- 
pudiated him. 

The statement is as follows: "The 
commission adjourned for 10 days in 
pursuance of an arrangement between 
the partie* to give opportunity for 
conciliation on account of a teU'giam 
which we understood was written by 
George F. Baer, in the presence of 
and with the consent of every railroad 
eoneemed, and was signed by Wayne 
MacVeagh. This telegram was writ- 
ten after a careful reading of the ten- 
tative agreement which had been pre- 
pared and written by counsel of both 
parties, and which had been submit- 
ted to the commission. At the re- 
quest of Mr. MacVeagh, Mr. Mitchell, 
Mr. Darrow and Mr. Lloyd went to 
Washington to consult apon some 
minor details of the agreement. There 
was no friction or important disagree- 
ment between the parties in the meet- 
ing in Washington. I.ater in the day 
and after the conference in New York 
with the Independent operators, Mr. 
MacVeagh received a telgram calling 
off all negotiations and advising that 
the matter he settled by the oommis- 
slon In a regular hearing. 

"The man who wrote the telegram 
to Judge Oray stating that the main 
features of the contract were accept- 
able was the same man who signed 
the telegram to Wayne MacVeagh 
throe or four days later, stating that 
negotiations must end. 

"A oopy of the tentative agreement 
la In the hands of the Hon. Wayne 
MacVeagh, Mr. Wlllcox of the Dela- 
ware and Hudson company, Carroll D. 
Wright and probably Mr. Baer. We 
ean see ao reasons tor tiie expression 
ot any opinion, the facts speak for 
themselves. We have been ready kt 
all times to consult with any one In 
Interest and make any reasonable ad- 
justment, hfxt we have no anxiety 
OT^ tike case whatever, or Its results, 
and aaail be ready for btistness when 
the commission meets." 



Preeident Commutee Sentence. 

Washington, Nov. tl. — The presi- 
dent has exercised executive clem- 
ency in the case of Michelo Ciervo, 
who was sentencd in New York city 
to imprisonment for 10 years for coun- 
terfeiting. The sentence is commuted 
to expire July 1, 1905, which reduces 
his term of confinement about two 
and a half years. This action is taken 
in consideration of valuable Informa- 
tlOB Tolnatarily given by Ciervo to 
the secret service offldals, which re- 
sulted in breaking up a gang of coun- 
terfeiters and captorlag a Bumber of 
sets of molds.

Ferguson, a former rough rider, and 
Douglass Robinson, be was d.iven to 
the outskirts of the city, where horses 
were awaiting. Th^ left the White 
House at 10:50 a. m., and were attired 
for a hard rldo. At night the presi- 
dent had a number of personal friends 
and relatives to dinner. Throughout 
the city the day was generally ob- 
served. Public business, except of 
the pressing nature, was suspended. 
The principal attractions were the 
races and the football game between 
Georgetown university and Carlisle.

Berlin, Nov. 27. — Three additional 
cruisers, the Niobe. Ardlne and Ama- 
son, have been ordered to leave Kiel 
and proceed to Venezuela. They will 
sail as soon as they can be made 
ready for sea. Telegraphic instruO> 
tlons were sent to the navy depart- 
ment ord. ring their Immediate fitting 
out and orders for the necessary sup- 
plies of ammunition and other eQOlp- 
ment have been Issued. 

It is authoritatively stated that 

Germany and Great Britain have de- 
termined to take Joint action to col- 
lect their claims against Venesuela. 
The two powers are in correspond- 
ence over the form of this action. No 
time can be named when they will 
act, because the respective foreign of- 
fices have not agreed on the details. 
It is understood that only slight differ- 
enoes exist regarding the Course to be 
followed. It Is confirmed here that 
the United States is fully Informed 
upon the negotiations and knows that 
what is meditated will not Infringe 
the Monroe doctrine. Diplomatic re- 
lations between Great Britain and 
Venezuela have not been severed up 
to the present time, though the for- 
eign office would not be surprised if 
it was compelled to tske a decisive 
step at any moment. Tnu.s far Ven- 
ezuela shows no signs of granting the 
reparation demanded. 

Strike of Siberian Convicts. 

Victoria. B. C.Nov. 27.— The steam- 
ship Olympia, from tl.e orient. brin.:;3 
the intelligecce from the west Si- 
berian convict settlement that the 
convicts there have gone on strike, 
refusing ail nourishment un.ll they 
are more humanely treated. These 
unfortunates are mostly educated 
men, sentenced for political offenses. 
On the authority of a recent arrival 
from Siberia, it Is stated that they 
are loacled with chains, herded in 
dark, unsanitary cells, aud not taken 
out into the open air for weeks at a 
time. Infectious diseases have broken 
out among them. The convicts car- 
ried out the strike resolutely. On the 
third day many lost consciousness 
from fasting, but no sufferings Induc- 
ed them to accept food. The condi- 
tion of convicts in the settlement of 
KoktFcl;a vsk is still worse. Drsppr- 
ate revolts there have lieen quelled 
only after much bloodshed. 

Situation at Havana. 
Havana. Nov. 27. — With the excep- 
tion of the cigarniakers. all cla .ses of 
laborers have returned to work and 
business generally has resumed its 
normal coiidltlon. The clgarniakeis 
still have a few minor points under 
discussion. The authorities had he- 
gun to think that there was no fear of 
further disturbance, but there still re- 
mains a feeling of animosity in thi> 
hearts of some of the more (i.'n'on- 
strative .^tiiK,.|s a;:ainsi tlu> nioi'i;-- 
men and car conductors, who are 
blamed for breaking up the general 
strike by their refusal to go out 
Threats were made In outlying wards 
to do these men injury, and theso 
menaces culminated at dark in an as- 
sault upon several cars. Shots were 
fired from housetops and a motorman 
and two passengers were shot, the 
motorman being fatally Injured. 

New Mexico Entitled to SUtehoed. 

Chicago, Nov. 27. — M. A. Otero. 

governor of New Mexico, who is (n 
Chicago on business, beiievt^a that 
New Mexico Is entitled to be admitted 
to the Union of states. "There is no 
reason on earth why New Mexico 
should not hecmni^ a state," he said. 
"It has a population of 300.000 people, 
and we have wealth and education 
that entitled us to statehood. The 
real property values of the territory 

reach $200,000,000, and the Dative 
Mexican population is fast liiiiifwalai 
an educated and procraselTe factor In 
the community." 

American Suicides at Paris. 
Paris, Nov. 27. — Francis Reubel 
Bryaa. an American, has been fooad 
dead in his room, shot through the 
heart presumably by himself.
